submailse flew — e^tea under water — a spunky,

tallopmad^ patriotic messages. Hollywood 
delivered Images of soldiers singing as they 
marchod iiito battle and men saluting as Uiey went 
dowf) u i(h their ships, and Americans did miat 
tliey Wt^rc supposed to do— tliey loyally asked no 
questions.

That kind of nislvete disappeared forever when 
television began covering tbe Vietnam War, and we 
found ourselves witnesses to nightly broadcasts of 
deathsnddestructton.

All of it Js ugly and 
sad, andsenslblepeople who In another day and 
age might have sung patriotic songs say they can't 
stomach it anymore. ' 

Are we then, better off than we used to tie? , 
Perhaps the generals don't think so. But we are. 
- TbetypeofpropagandaBellthatoacecouId , 
.solidify a nallon^s certitude In war seems to be 
crumbling everywhere. Tbat hasn't dooe mtieh to 
stop theendless fighting, buf It has, thank 
goodness, strfppied war of Its'f tike nobleness. 
. - We know DOW tha^ a fredi^faced lynne Power 
cheering a bloodless kill is entertainment for a lazy 
Sunday afternoon, Dothlhg more. 

And we know also tlisre's no way we're going to 
ever a^n be able to iavoid fadttg what war really 
is. That may bring only indigestion ; not worid / 
peace. But It's a start.

It was not llfe-ttireateniog, not even 
summer-threatening. I wanted to be at camp. 
Yet, sometimes the peacefulnessof tbe country 
night wouM slip over the edge intdUooeoess. I 
felt then lesS like an active hibabltant of Bunk 10 
and more like a child stranded away from 
-home. 

M^fiwrnesickness went oo far beyond t^ age 
when such illnesses are oMmally outgrown. We ' 
are supposed to get overcblckeo pov, measles, ' 
~munqt3;hon)MdcfiU,~1Q£nia«^ 
by adolescence. But I-was vulnerable to attadcs 
tlirough high scbool, in college, beyond. 

Once, even in my tttlrtlesoo another cootln^ . 
with a ticket fora charter plane that wouldn't^ 
leave for six more days, I bad an unexpected 
relapse. Now, sometimes over the ioog-distance 
phone from her summer tr4>, I can bear it in my 



daughter's voice: "I mtssyou." 

I know by now that I am a best for this germ. 
It can still break out anytime, although less 
virulently now. I have an antidote hi roots that 
are close to txime. 

I also know what I didn't know at ten: Weare 
all vulnerable to this homcsickDess. U Is as 
uoiversafafeelingasyoucaoflod. So universal 
tbat it permeates our children's books, movies, 
lives. Many of our classic stories have at theh- 
center tbe desire to go home. Peter Pan toys 
with It. Tbe Wizard of Oz revolves around It. It Is 
shared wltb creatures like Lassie and Bambi. 
Now, of course, It Is central to our empathy with

movle-Roers thlssumnftcr. 

A friend of mioe, who has listened to 
colleagues troop through tbe valley of "E.T.'.'.

tbe director of "E .T. " plays our emoUoos like a 
flute. He knows where tbe crv button Is, and tlx 



He pushes them 
wltb such subtle precision that we don't even 
notice tbe fingering. 

I don't mind. I'man easy cry, apusboverina 
dark theater. If anyone understandsour 
cmolhmal scale, Spielberg does.

Lou PavIo\4ch, promotion director, 
said Injured Star employees Included 
Frank Johnson, executive managing 
editor; Frank Delehanty, business 



manager; and Jack Sbeaffer, photo- 
grapher. 

Sheaffer Is "probably one of the 
best-known oewspapemwn In the 
state of Arizona," Pavlovlcfa said.

DAKOTA CITY, Neb. (UPI) —

Iowa- Beef established four tempo- 
rary emolument offices In Ndsraska 
and South Dakota, mounting a major 



advertising campaign to luro new 
workers to to take the place of 2,400 
striking membrers of the United Food 
and Commercial Workers Union. 

"I don't (hink tiray're gonna have 
such good luck getting scabs In 
there," said Lcroy Bergin, Local 222 
financial secrotaiV. "A scab doesn't 
have much respect for himself any- 
way, and he's generally not a good 
worker. It's Just kind of a handout for 
the time being. 

"Naturally we expect them (IBP) 
to do something like that." 

Bcrgln also criticized tactics of ' 
dozens of state troopers who lobbed 
tear gas to quell the violence at the 



plant's main gate Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday. 

"We're going to maintafn .our 
picketing, but we don't condone no. 
violence," be said. "I'll tell you what,- 
tension Is damn high on those 
pickclers out there. Ttie highway' 
patrol has been vicious." 

Bergin said some strikers claimed 

to have becn;"worked over" by state 
troopers. He said obscenities shouted 
at demonstrators by patrolmen in riot 
gear Wednesday Indicated the 
troopers were siding with Iowa Beef. 

"Tlw highway patrol has.t>ecn 
leaning awful much toward condoning 
the vioIencc,"hc said. 

But Ma]. Eton Olson at patrol 



headquarters In Lincoln denied any 
favoritism. 

"The troopers that are up those are 
merely up lbere|, and noMaking 
. sides," Olson said. "They're simply 
enforcing the picket laws and any 
other laws. As long as there Is vio- 
lence by the strikers, our people will 
naturally be there." 

Federal mediator Kent Frazer In 
Omaha said proqwcts were dim for a 
quick end to the strike, which began 
Junc7. 

"I don't have anything scheduled 
right now," he said of future negotla* 
tions. "We kind of watch this day to 
day. We have been maintaining con- 
tact with both sides."

TWIN FALLS — Construction of new homes 
and businesses around the Magic Valley fell 
tit a new low during the first half of 1982. 

But most building officials say the slump is 
not a sign of economic depression, only a 
rtiaction tohigb interest rates. 

"We're still having plenty of people coming 
irto the office thinking aboul building new 
homes." says Ed Woods, the Twin 'Falls 
County zoning administrator. "It.'s not that 
they don't have the money; tliey're Just

Develops reading habit early 

Children's books 
open up a lifetime 
of reading pleasure

Children are never too young for 
books. Tlrst books, made of vinyl, 
may be gummed, gnawed or floated in 
the bath. Soon these are replaced by 
very hard cardboard books wlUi 
pictures but few if any words. By the 
time a chUd is 2. story time can begin 
in earnest, offering the tyke the 
chance to develop a habit that- can 
bring a lifetime of pleasure. 

Twor aod s^yearolds are eager to 
loMc^t and listen to books for short 
periods. Favorite books for this age 
often address their u-orlds of experl- 
ence. They otter recognizable diarac- 
ters, either people or animals, and 
just a few words — peihaps one short 
sentence — on each page. Often 
reading books to these children In- 
dudes asking them. questions about 
the pictures to ensure their Involve- 
ment with the story. Here are some 
new books tried out successfully on 2- 
to4-year4lds: 

One series that gets high marks 
wlth the ^ aod 3-yew>«Id crowi Is the 
"I Can Do It All By Mywir' books.

The format Is appealing. The soft, 
simple color drawings illustrate one 
sentence printed Ui large type on each 
double-page spread. In both books the 
uncluttered design, common objects 
and ordinary experiences add up to a 
happy reading experience for both 
parent and child. 

"Kitten for. a Day" by Ezra Jack 
Keats (FViur Winds Press, S9.95) Is a 
reprint featuring four rambunctious 
kittens and a ptqmy.
